Market traders concerned at Jubilee Square proposal 


A RIGHT royal rumpus has erupted over 
moves to have Crewkerne’s Market Square 
renamed Jubilee Square, in honour of the 
Queen’s diamond jubilee visit next month. 

Former mayor Cdr Geoffrey Clarke sug¬ 
gested the patriotic rebranding at the March 
gathering of Crewkerne Town Council. 

But Market Square traders have seen red - 
and not much white and blue - according to 
Civic Society Chairman and former planning 
officer Martin Pakes. 

He urged councillors to give the name- 
change very short shrift. 

Speaking at the annual Town Meeting last 
week, he said: “I was most concerned about 
the proposal to rename Market Square. 

“A name is as important as a building. It’s 
part of our heritage. 

“We are a market town. And renaming is 
very expensive, time-consuming, and diffi¬ 
cult.

“No one who has a business on Market 
Square will be very pleased to have to change 
everything to Jubilee Square. 

“It might be frivolous, but things have a 
habit of gaining momentum unless they’re 
nipped in the bud. 

“We are going to do enough to celebrate the 
jubilee without doing something that’s going 
to cause annoyance to people. 

“Everyone knows where Market Square is, 
and they will still call it Market Square even 
if it is renamed.” 

He ended his impromptu speech with a di¬ 
rect plea: “Please, town council, don’t take 
this any further!” 

Mayor Neil Sturtivant thanked Mr Pakes 
for his contribution, adding: “Your comments 
will be noted.”

Driver cut from car wrek

Planners block erection 
of illuminated signs 


RELIEVED neighbours this 
week learned that planners have 
blocked the erection of illumi¬ 
nated pharmacy signs opposite 
their homes. 

They had feared nocturnal 
noise and nuisance when a new 
late-night pharmacy opens this 
summer. 

But their relief may be short¬ 
lived, if the matter is challenged 
with an appeal to a planning in¬ 
spector. 

The application was by Crewk¬ 
erne Health Centre, in Middle 
Path, which hopes to open a 
pharmacy in June. 

As part of the scheme, the sur¬ 
gery wanted to erect three illu¬ 
minated signs on outside walls. 

Crewkerne town councillors 
voiced concerns about the 
scheme when they were con¬ 
sulted.

And a Mr and Mrs 
Everett, who live oppo¬ 
site the surgery, cited 
anxiety about the phar¬ 
macy opening for at least 
14 hours every day of the 
week, and also about “the 
type of drugs that will be 
supplied, and to whom”. 

They added: “Our main 
concern, which I am sure 
is also of concern to our 
immediate neighbours, is 
the sad fact that there is a 
need to open a pharmacy 
for what will be more 
than 14 hours per day, 
seven days-a-week.” 

In a further twist to the 
saga, it has also emerged 
that the health centre is 
seeking a “lawful devel¬ 
opment certificate” - au¬ 
thorisation for the 
proposed pharmacy as 
“ancillary to the primary 
use of the premises”. 

Without it, the surgery 
would have to obtain full 
planning consent. 

Practice Manager 
Louise Walker said: “The 
doctors have teamed up 
with Community Phar¬ 
macies (UK) Ltd to de¬ 
velop a health centre 
pharmacy. 


“This exciting develop¬ 
ment will extend the 
services available to pa¬ 
tients and improve con¬ 
venience by enabling 
people to get their med¬ 
ication from the on-site 
pharmacy rather than 
having to visit a separate 
location. 

“The pharmacy will re¬ 
main open when the sur¬ 
gery is open and stay 
open late in the evenings 
and at weekends. 

“We believe the addi¬ 
tion of the pharmacy will 
provide an improved and 
more convenient service 
to patients who are visit¬ 
ing the doctors and to 
those collecting repeat 
prescriptions. 

“The changes will 
cause some disruption 
while the construction 
work is going ahead, but 
we hope to keep the bulk 
of the structural work to 
times the surgery is 
closed. 

“We do not anticipate 
any increase in traffic or 
parking problems as a 
consequence of the de¬ 
velopment. There may 
well be a fall in traffic.”

Their main fundraising events in recent years have 
been the bonfire and fireworks night, Christmas float 
week, Boxing Day pram race and charity race nights. 

It is hoped that some of these events will be contin¬ 
ued by the Rotary Club of Crewkerne 

At the last supper the final four displayed a cheque 
of remaining funds for £200 and they raised £600 on 
the night, which will go to Children’s Hospice South 
West. 


Mr Hill said: “I would like to thank the past mem¬ 
bers of Crewkerne Round Table for their generosity 
in donating this substantial amount of money for a 
very worthy cause.”

For those who have never seen the play or the film, it 
has a very small cast of larger-than-life characters. 

It is set in the living room of the Condomines, a couple 
who are both second-time spouses, who decide to invite 
their friends the Bradmans for an after dinner entertain¬ 
ment by the village psychic Madame Arcati. 

The farcical seance leads to the apparition of Charles 
Condomine’s late wife Elvira, whom only he can see and 
hear. She in turn tries to kill him so she can have him 
back, only to misdirect her actions and succeed in killing 
his current wife, Ruth Condimine. 

The real twist to the tale is that Edith, the maid, was the 
real link to sending them back to the other side, leading 
to sterling efforts by the matronly psychic in trying to re¬ 
verse her work. 

The small cast of Ilminster Entertainment Society made 
this a real hoot from start to finish. The incredibly pas¬ 
sionate Madame Arcarti was played with tremendous 
vigour by Jackie Bowyer, whose school ma’am attitude 
and scalding expressions, put the disbelievers in their 
place and she rolled beautifully with the humorous and 
eccentric character, so well-written by the author. 

Dr and Mrs Bradman - Mike Lanigan and Ursula 
McKinlay - although minor roles, were essential to the 
story as part of the seance and added scepticism. 

The actors brought well-rounded characters to the role, 
making them feel like the sort of people the audience had 
known for years, despite the brief glimpse into their lives.

The ghostly voice of the little girl Daphne, played by 
Zuleika Driver, was a very authentic touch that added to 
the atmosphere 

Edith, the inexperienced young maid, was a real 
favourite with the audience, played by Lottie Wilson, 
with the expression of a deer in the headlights and revert¬ 
ing to a stilted walk when told to slow down. 

The set was beautifully put together with 1940s period 
touches with very authentic hairstyles and costumes. 

The stage crew are to be congratulated as the unex¬ 
pected special effects at the end with ghostly goings on 
and things falling from the walls went off like a charm, 
making more than one member of the audience physically 
jump in their seat. 

With Coward’s wonderful use of language and wit com¬ 
bined with the superb acting under the expert direction of 
Scott Waldie, the show was a real hit. 

If there was any criticism to be made it would only be 
that some of the superb lines were lost in the laughter.

A PLUMBER will begin his warm up for the Lon¬ 
don Marathon next week - by running the equiva¬ 
lent of seven marathons from West Bay, near 
Bridport, to the capital. 

South Petherton football club player-manager 
Gordon Childs has set himself the challenge of run¬ 
ning 182 miles in the seven days leading up to the 
annual event. 

He will start in the seaside resort before heading 
to his home town of Yeovil and on to London in 
time for the race on Sunday, April 22nd. 

The 30-year-old was inspired to run his seventh 
official marathon for Clic Sargent by his young 
nephew who is in remission from cancer. 

He said: “I’m running for Clic Sargent again be¬ 
cause in 2008 my nephew had cancer and he’s only 
just getting better now and is going through remis¬ 
sion. Last year me and my brother ran for the char¬ 
ity so I thought I’d would do it again this year.” 

He added: “I was going to run the London 
Marathon any way but I thought why not do some¬ 
thing different so I thought I’d run to London and 
then complete the marathon. 

“I do about 12 miles a day and one long run once 
a week but now I just need to train my legs to run 
on tired muscles, if I can do that I should be alright. 

“I decided to start in West Bay because I grew up 
in the area and because I wanted to do a marathon 
a day it worked out better to start there rather than 
Yeovil.” 

He is starting on Monday, April 16th and ending 
his marathon challenge the following Sunday. 

This year’s Virgin London Marathon will be the 
32nd and be run over the traditional distance of 
42.195 km (26 mil es and 385 yards).

Vauxhall shows fastest growth in retail sector 


VAUXHALL showed the biggest leap in year-on-year re¬ 
tail sales last month, with 3701 more cars sold than in 
March 2011, according to analysis released today by the 
Society of Manufacturers and Traders. 

The figures lift Vauxhall's retail share by 1.46 percent¬ 
age points and reveal its growing appeal to private 
buyers, with cars like the recently launched Astra GTC 
dominating its class in the retail sector with 1,773 sales 
in March. 

But March wasn't a flash in the pan for Vauxhall's retail 
performance. I n the first quarter of 2012, the company 
also made the biggest increase in year-on-year retail 
sales by volume, with 3,211 more cars being pur¬ 
chased versus the same period in 2011. 

"The tide is turning for Vauxhall,"said Duncan Aldred, 


the company's Chairman and Managing Director. 
"We're no longer perceived by private buyers as a com¬ 
pany that concentrates on fleet cars alone, and our 
2012 retail figures are proof of this. We intend to capi¬ 
talise on this success through the year, with upcoming 
cars like the Mokka SUV and Junior reinforcing our re¬ 
tail position still further." 

In addition to the Astra GTC, Vauxhall has already 
launched two new models in the last three months - 
the Zafira Tourer and groundbreaking Ampera - both 
of which are incremental to the company's existing car 
ranges. The Ampera E-REV (Extended-Range Electric 
Vehicle) was voted European Car of the Year 2012 last 
month and is set to revolutionise public perception to¬ 
wards electric cars.

Cidermen off to winning start 


SOMERSET got their season off to a great 
start defeating newly promoted Middlesex 
by six wickets in their opening County 
Championship match. 

The Cidermen won the toss and put the 
Londoners into bat, with new signing Ver¬ 
non Philander the pick of Somerset's 
bowlers in the first innings. 

The South African took five wickets for 
just 43 runs from his 20 overs, which in¬ 
cluded six maidens. 

Fans'favourite Steve Kirby had figures of 
1-79, Craig Meschede 1-29 and Irish spin- 
whizz George Dockrell 2-35. 

Somerset made 350 in reply to Middle¬ 
sex's 246. Only James Hildreth failed to 
spark out of Somerset's top order. Top 
scorer was Nick Compton, who was so close 
to a century after being caught on 99. 

England star Craig Kieswetter made an 
impressive 83, whilst captain Marcus 
Trescothick led from the front with a very 
respectable 47. 

The Middlesex second innings began well 
with 105 on the board by the time wicket 
number two fell. But a sensational collapse 
saw the Londoners lose their remaining 
eight wickets for just 70 runs, leaving them 
at 175 all out and Somerset with a very 
modest target of 72 to win the match. 

Dockrell was the undoubted bowling star 
this time round, with stunning figures of six 
wickets for 27 runs, with his 20.1 overs also 
including eight maidens. There were also 
two wickets a piece for Philander and Kirby. 

Somerset's second innings target may 
have been small, but they didn't make it 
easy for themselves. Trescothick went for a 
duck after facing just three balls, followed 
soon after by Arul Suppiah with the score 
at 13-2. 


It was left to James Hildreth to hit out and 
move the score on, but his batting partner 
Nick Compton (8) was caught with the 
score on 43. 

And Nick's replacement Craig Kieswetter 
was also soon walking back to the pavilion 
after joining the captain on 0. Middlesex 
fans' hope of getting a result may have 
been rekindled slightly with Somerset on 
44-4. 

But the Cidermen didn't lose another 
wicket with Hildreth (37 not out) and Eng¬ 
land T20 star Jos Buttler (16 not out) easily 
making the remaining 29 runs. 

Somerset's second County Championship 
clash - away to Warwickshire - was due to 
get underway yesterday (Thursday 12th).

Change of mind brings success 


Bob Buckler Racing 

with Stuart Broom 

BOB Buckler had decided to withdraw Mister Matt 
when he encountered heavy rain on the way to Here¬ 
ford last Wednesday. 

The nine-year-old was making his first appearance 
after his winter break, and in light of his last run at 
Chepstow in October, when he finished at the back of 
the field in heavy going, Buckler had decided that the 
combination of the rain plus the heavy watering be¬ 
forehand on the course might prove too much again. 

However on arrival, finding that two of the original 
five had already withdrawn, he decided to let him take 
his chance in the Les Swanwick Electrical Handicap 
Chase over two miles, and he was rewarded with a 
prize fund of almost £5,000 after he made all the run¬ 
ning to head off the fast finishing Russian Flag by a 
neck. 

Despite jumping left for most of the race, Andrew 
Glassonbury stretched his two opponents as they ap¬ 
proached two from home, with only odds-on favourite 
Jaffonnian going with him. 

His challenge ended when he fell at the last but it 
then looked like Timmy Murphy’s fast finishing 
mount might catch him, but Buckler’s horse kept gal¬ 
loping to the line to just head him off. 

In addition to the first prize they also picked up the 
bonus of another £860 for the unclaimed third and 
fourth prize money. 

Buckler said: “Although the ground was pretty soft, 
we decided to run him in the end. Although he jumped 
left and lost a lot of ground each time, he jumped 


safely and whilst it looked a lot closer, I think he was 
starting to stretch away at the line.” 

Sulpius, another who likes good ground, was also 
having his first run after a break of four months and 
finished a creditable third in the Hay-On-Wye Book¬ 
sellers Handicap Hurdle over two-and-three-quarters- 
of-a-mile on the same card. 

“He has strengthened up over the winter, and again 
although the conditions weren’t ideal but in a very 
good performance. He led until two out but then got 
tired in the mud.” 

Never Says Never completed the trio of runners in 
the bumper, the final race of the day. 

Having only his second race of his career the four- 
year-old followed up a fine third place on his debut at 
Wincanton last month by finishing fifth. 

Buckler was pleased with his run but said: “This 
time he knew what it was all about mentally and he 
fought Andrew all the way around. He’s a typical big 
baby and wouldn’t settle. 

“He got himself to the front and led until two fur¬ 
longs out when he got tired. Considering the ground 
was horrible by now and he also likes good ground he 
did well, but we may need to start him off at the back 
next time to try and get him settled.” 

There was no joy however for the stables horses at 
Newton Abbot on Saturday that saw the elegant River 
Indus retire after being pulled up in the St Austell 
Brewery Handicap Chase over three-and-a-quarter 
miles. 

In his 50th race which included five wins and 17 
other placings he has not showed the form of last sea¬ 


son in his three runs to date this year, and Buckler has 
decided to retire the 12-year-old. 

“He has done his bit and paid his way, and it is sen¬ 
sible to retire him now in one piece. He may well now 
go point-to-pointing.” 

The Henley trainer is puzzled by the form of Quix 
who does not show the potential he does at home on 
the racecourse. 

The six-year-old show glimpses of his potential but 
eventually finished fifth in the two-and-three-quarters- 
of-a-mile Keith And Ginny Bell Ruby Wedding 
Novices’ Handicap Hurdle. 

“It’s partly immaturity and the rest I think is in his 
head. We started hi at the back where he pulled quite 
hard, but then settles nicely and on the second circuit 
looked good as he moved through to take order, but 
then on the last one had his head up and was looking 
around. He wasn’t distressed or tired at the finish, so 
we will have to look again at what we can do to get 
him running as well as we know he can at home.” 

Malin Head finished a disappointing sixth after lead¬ 
ing the field by 15 lengths at one point in the Newton 
Abbot Races Handicap Chase. 

Andrew Glassonbury set off with eventual second 
placed Pacha D’Oudairies and the pair had soon 
opened up a big lead over the rest. However as the 
race came to a head the rest of the field caught up and 
the Strictly Come Racing owned horse couldn’t 
quicken enough. 

“Andrew probably should have eased off a little in¬ 
stead of going with Nick Schofield’s horse and let him 
get into some kind of rhythm.”
